Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 223-235,237-259,261-277, and 292-295 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant's 
invention is directed to authorizing of user to access a resource based on the 
synchronization packet header. The Applicant arguments regarding the Beck, Flyntz, 
Rezailifar reference not having user identifier assigned to each user and embedding 
that identifier in the header of synchronization packet is persuasive.
